Pensions for Government 
“Clerks at Washington 


Washington, July 10.—The Keep 
Commission has agreed upon a plan of 
pensioning government clerks who have 
arrived at the age of seventy, and‘in 
special cases of sixty and sixtv-five 
years, 
out of the employee’s salary for the 
amount of his pension. It is proposed 
to pay every emplcyee in the civil service 
on retiring at the age of Seventy years or 
upward, an annuity equal to 1.5. per 
cent of his pay for every vear of service, 
An employee who entered the service at 
20 ‘years of age and received a salary of 
$1,200 a year through fifty years and 
fetired at» seventy, would receive an 
annuity of $900 for the remainder of hie 
life, To provide the fand ‘rom which to 
pay this annuity, a deduction will ‘be 
made from the monthly salary of the 
employee of such amount as will be 
sufficient, with 4 per cent compound 
interest, to purchase ab annuity on the 
arrival of the employee at the age of 
seventy years,

THIRTEEN HUNDRED DOUKHO- 

BORS LOST HOMESTEDS

Edmonton, 


The opening of Dominion lands for 
homesteads in the Doukhobor reserve 
at Yorkton, Sask., nas now been con- 
cluded. In ail 1,850 quarter sections 
were offered to the public during the 
period between June 1 and July 6, 
and of these up to July, some 920 
had ‘been entered for. The nationa'i- 
ty of those entered for, is: Canadians 
250; Galician, 240; British, 195; 
Scandinavian, 86, American, 51; ha!- 
ance, various nations. 

In addition to these entries there 
were in the month of May 340 entries 
and in June 200 entries for lands not 
in this reserve. This, of course, en- 
entailed an enormous amount of work 
but under the able management ‘of 
Mr. Maber, of the commissioner’s of- 
fice, Ottawa, and Mr. Peaker, local 
jagent, and an efficient staff assisted 
by two members of the Winnipeg of- 
fice, the business was conducted in an 
expeditious manner and gave general 
satisfaction. 

Of course some days there was some 
disappointment to applicants, but this 
was owing to the tremendous rush 
and to the fact that there was not 
enough land in some townships to sa- 
tisfy all applicants. No unpleasant 
incident, however, occurred and each 
township was opened promptly, as ad- 


vertised. Credit is due the detach- 
ment of R.N.W.M.P. in charge of the 
outside work of the office. Their 


work was performed in a manner to 
be expected from that force. Land 
not yet taken may be obtained in 
townships 31 and 82, range 7, west of 
second (lying west of Breckman), and 
also townships 33, 34, 35, and 36 
range 30 and in townships. 33, 34 
and 85, range 31, west of first meri- 
dian, (in Swan River country.)

THE NAVEL ORANGE. 


Probable Origin of This 
Seediess Fruit. 


Delicious 


Boys and girls are all fond of or-| 


finges, of course, sand especially of 
those that have no seeds, for this par- 
ticular kind is usnally larger, juicier 
and of a finer flavor than others, says 
the Chicago News. They may not 
know how this orange happens to be 
seedless, 

The seedless orange is also called the 
“navel” orange—not “naval,’’ as some 
persous believe—for the reason that it 
usnally has a little protuberance on the 
blossom end, the end opposite to the 
stem. In other words, it has a navel. 
How the species originated is not defi- 
nitely known, but it was probably an 
accident. Nature tried to produce twin 
oranges p®rhaps, but one of the twins 
survived merely as a sort of kernel 
imbedded in the skin, 

It is strange that a distinct species 
should spring from such an dccident, 
but nature does stranger things than 
that. This: orange with the little pro- 
tuberance was noticed, of course, and 
examination showed that the seeds 
had not been developed. It was quite 
evident that the formation of the pro- 
tuberance, or “navel,’”’ as it soon came 
to be called, had prevented the forma- 
tion of the seeds by using up the nutri- 
ment that the seeds would save re- 
quired. Cultivators at once caught the 
idea and gave their special, attention to 
the production of the seedless fruit. 


It is believed that the navel orunga/ 


originated in Brazil, and it was from 
that country that our agricultural de- 
partment imported some of the trees 
several years ago and budded them on 
trees at Riverside, Cal. The experi- 
ment was in every way successful,

THINNING A FURES!. 


Done to Prevent Useless Struggling of 
Trees With One Another. 


The care of a forest tree planta- 
tion by no means ends when the: 
trees have been planted and have 
successfully: got through their first 
two or three years of life. In a few 
years the crowns of the trees touch 
and the struggle for life among the, 
trees begin. If the trees are allowed’ 
to grow straight on without interfer- 
ence, there comes a time when growth 
comes almost to a standstill, The 
strength of the trees is taken up with 
this fight with one another for light, 
instead of in laying on wood. In 
order to modify this struggle, some 
of the trees must be taken out. 

The ideal state for a forest is that 
the crowns of the trees should just’ 
touch one another; in this condition 
they do not interfere with one an-. 
other, while on the other hand they 
shade the “rovnd completely and pre- 
serve its moisture and prevent the 
humus from being broken up. 

In_ theory, of course, thinning; 
should commence when the crowns of} 
the trees lovin to interfere with one’ 
another, and continual thinning 
should preserve this condition. 

In practice this is often tpo ex-, 
pensive, and the rule is often given: 
“Thin as soun as the thinnings tak- 
en out will pay for the work of thin-' 
ning.” " ‘ 
In all thinning, of course,“ any; 
trees that are dead or decayed should! 
be taken out at once. They are of! 
no possible use, while on the other: 
hand they may furnish a chance $95 | 
insects or for rot-producing fungi to! 
get into the dead or sick trees and! 
thence affect the more thrifty trees. 


Plant Diseases and Insect Pests. 

The following trehtment of certain; 
plant diseases and insect pests from, 
an authority on the subject is given 
in Farm and Ranch: ” 

For crown gall in peaches there is 
no sure remedy. Applications of blu2- 
stone will often help. As a prevention, 
pits should be taken from healthy 
trees, soaked in strong bordeaux mix- 
ture and planted in well drained live 
soil that has’ not been in  nurserv 
stock, orchard, potatoes or truck 
patch. Crown gall in apples may ap- 
pear as hard, soft or hairy root. It 
can be! prevented in grafting by hav- 
ing the scion and. root same size, fit- 
ting them together perfectly and using 
rubber or strong paper for wrapper. 
Crown gall may be found on dewber- 
ries and blackberries as well as on 
forest growth. 

“‘Yeliows’’ in peaches, not yet found 
in Texas, makes red spots on fruit 
reaching to the seed, yellow leaves and 
twiggy growth. No remedy. Cut trees: 
and burn immediately. 

Brown rot in peaches and bitter rot 
in. apples may be prevented by. judi- 
cious spraying with bordeaux. 

For codling. moth or worm in apple 
spray with arsenites and afterwar4 
with bordeaux. 

For woolly avhis remove dirt from 
around root and sprinkle tobaceo dust. 
or annly a good wash of hot water or 
of kerosene emrlsion. 

For evrenlio. black knot and brown 
ret in ninms, eut awav and burn the 
affected parts and spray with weak
